from the date of compulsory retirement, the amount of earned 
leave as refused, increased by the amount of earned leave 
earned by him during the period between the date on which 
leave preparatory to retirement was to commence and the date 
of compulsory retirement and decreased by such leave, if any, 
availed of during the same period subject to the maximum, 
limit of 120 days as specified in sub-regulation (4) of regula- 
tion 12.
